DOUBLE JEOPARDY. 

THE TRIBUNE recently’ called attention to the 
fact that under our dua) system of enforcing pro 
hibition a man may be punished twice for the same 
offense, once under federal iaw and’ once under 
state law. A step toward correcting this was pro 
posed in the late cofigress in the form of a bill 
providing that an offender punished under a 
state law shall not be punished again for the same 
act under federal law. But this presents a new 
diMficulty, Mr. Austen Fox of- the New York 
bar, who has interested himself in the double jeop- 
ardy problem, points out that this puts it into the 
power of a state virtually to nullify the federa) 
statute by providing for a merely nominal penalty 
which would prevent imposition of an effective pen: 
alty ander federal law. He writes: 

“But how ccsld congress property pass such an 
act? How could ft su-render properly any part 
of ite control over'the federal enforcement of any 
part of the federal constitution? Manifestly con- 
gress would not accept as conclusive the policy ot 
@ state as to the extent of punishment that should 
be imposed for un act which constituted a violation 
of the federal] statute. Take, for instance, the state 
enforcement law of the state of New York. Under 
that statute the maximum punishment for a second 
offerise is not more than $1,000 fine and imprison- 
ment for not more than ninety days. 

“ Congress, however, has deemed that for a sec 
ond offense, under the federal act, the maximum 
punishment should be $2,000 fine and imprisonment 
for not less than one month nor more than five 
years.” 

The New York senate, recognizing the difficulty, 
has just passed an act repealing the state enforce. 
ment act, and we see no reason why this is not 
@ proper solution, although prohibitionists wil 
object on the theory that all the forces of the 
states are needed in addition to those of the nation. 
Such objection would raise an issue of the same 
character as that which the prohibition amend-

|than be reélected. But human nature is not up| 


to that height yet. Perhaps the declarations and 
the educational efforts of the Liberal league will 


jcreate a greater disposition in the electorate to

Is THE BATTLESHIP AN ECONOMIC LOSS! 
{Scientific American. } 

A favorite argument: of those who would have us 
stop all naval development and subject ourselves to 
complete disarmament is found in the assertion of the 
pacifist that every pound of steel] that fs built into a 
warship, and every sailor who does service in the 
navy, represents an absolute economic waste. The 
enlisted personnel, we are told, is a body of men who 
are taken from useful] industries and condemned to a 
life of idleness that brings no useful return to the 
nation. The steel which is worked up into hulls, guns. 
and ships represents, we are asked to believe, a loss 
of material which might have been fabricated into 
plowshares, locomotives, and ships of the merchant 
marine, 

Fallacious reasoning, every word of it. The young 
men who spend fram two to four years in the navy are 
taught those very lessons in discipline and obedience 
which are so greatly needed by the youth of today. 

We do not find the pacifist raging against our great 
insurance companies, with their vast army of ein- 
ployés. Why then should they so persistently snar! 
and chatter against that greatest of al] insurance 
agencies, the navy; for, wherexs other insurance 
agencies have to do with the individual man, or the 
individual property, naval insurance has to do with 
the whole nation—all that it is, all that it has, all that 
it stands for. 

Nor do the warships which guard our shores and 
uphold our civilization represent a great economic 
loss. Not only is the Maryland, the flagship of Ad 
miral Jones, a great public schoo! in which the men 
are taught to live up to certain fundamental! standards 
of honor, hard work, and fair play, but the great ship 
fteself, could it only speak, would tell of the scores of 
thousands of American workmen whose years of fruit- 
ful labor have been embodied ih its huge fabric. 

The sizeof the navies of the United States and Great 
Britain, as determined by the Washington conference. 
is sufficient for peace.time security. The far-seeing 
and patriotic among the citizens of both countries wil! 
resist any pacifist effort to reduce this naval strength, 
either in men or materials, below the standard agreed 
upon. In regard to the cry that the ships and the men 
represent an economic loss to the country, they will 
answer that the navy Is at once an insurance against 
national physical disaster and one of the surest de- 
positaries of the traditions and principles of the true 
historical America.

THE CUBAX SITUATION, 

The storm center o? the Cuban questioa, 
which had been in the House of Repre- 
sentatives on Wednesday, was transferred 
to the Senate yesterday.

Orchandiate 
Find Honey Bee 
Valuable Ally 


Lack of sufficient funds to carry on 
the irispection of: bees in Illinois is 
causing a direct loss of thousands of 
dollars to apiarists and indirectly many 

ore thousands to the agriculture of 

is state every year. 

In the March issue of the Illinois 
Journal of Commerce G. H. Gale, presi- 
dent of the Chicago-Northwestern Bee 
keepers’ association, points to the sig- 
nificant fact that in this state an in- 
vestment of $3,000,000 in bees is suffer- 
ing a 20 per cent loss every year 
through a disease known as foul brood, 
which could be. wiped out if the state 
legislature would appropriate from $12,- 
000 to $15,000 annually for this work. 


Disease Spreads Like Fre. 

The tmportance of saving a million 
dollars’ worth of bees and a $2,000,000 
investment in equipment is a sufficient 
excuse for beemen to ask a compara- 
tively small sum to éradicate this de- 
structive disease that is spreading over 
the state like a forest fire, apiarists 
believe. The folly of neglecting to 
inspect aplaries all over the state be- 
comes more apparent when farmers 
and orchardists add their total loss, 
charged indirectly against foul brood, 
that destroys the bees and prevents 
them from carrying pollen to fertilize 
plants and fruit tree blossoms. 

For years scientists have been bring- 
ing to light vast amounts of evidence 
to show how essential is the bee, in 
aiding to pollenize plants, but it has 
been only within recent years that 
farmers, truck gardeners, and orchard 
owners have realized that bees play 
an important part with crops. 

It has been but recently that pro 
gressive farmers have stopped the an- 
nual bumble bee hunts by farm boys 
in clover fields. Every farm boy has 
had the experience of raiding bumble 
bee nests with perforated paddles, but 
that form of outdoor sport is no longer 
allowed. where the owner appreciates 
the value of these giant buzzers as 
carriers of pollen in red clover fields. 


Necessary for Fertilization. 


“A single colony of 200 bumble bees 
may be sufficient under right condi- 
tions to pollenate the flowers of an acre 
clover field,” says Prof. J. J. Davis 
of Purdue university in his article on 
“The Relation of the Honey Bee to 


Agriculture ” in a recent issue of the 


American Bee Journal. 
He says the honey bee is at least 


as active as the bumble bee in its |! 
visits to flowers and indorses the state- 


ment that it is more valuable to Amer- 
ican agriculture in its work of cross-

He tells of several specific cases where 
orchard owners had heavy yields of 
fruit on trees that stood in one end of 
the orchard near colonies of bees. 

In an eighty acre cherry orchard at 
Bellevue, O., a few 
apiary of 200 colonies was located in 
one end of the orchard. Trees near 
the apiary bore a heavy crop, but the 
yield of cherry trees Jocated several | 
yards away from the bees became less 
and less, showing the valuable part the 
bee plays in fertilizing the blossoms. 

In an apple orchard at Tell City, 
Ind, an orchardist had a similar expe- | 
rience, and results of this kind have 
been obtained with peaches and other 
fruits.

Innumerable Uses for Quick Doughs,

faces all around, but it can be done.

Wagner Proves Most Popular Composer. 


Counting operatic excerpts as single, pieces, not an entire- 
ly satisfactory method of tabula- 
tion, Richard Wagner was the most 
popular composer of the season.

The three B's, 
Bach, Beethoven, and Brahms, also 
Tschaikowsky, had six representa- 
tions each, Mozart and Richard 
Strauss had five, Mendelssohn and 
Robert Schumann four each.

of children’s concerts of six each, all at Orchestra hall; eight 
symphony. and two children’s concerts at Mandel hall, the Uni- 
versity of Chicago; tefi symphony and one children's concerts 


at Aurora. At the end of the announcement this legend is 


printed fh heavy type: “ No other engagements can be consid- 
ered.” There is no difficulty in sympathizing with the state- 


“ment. Under the circumstances, no other engagements ought 


to be considered. 

Even so, the tale of the American composer is not finished. 
The orchestral management has bgen assembling the records 
of what Mr.. Stock andthe orchestra have done for American 
composers. In eleven seasons, not counting this one whose 
figures I have just’been setting out, Mr. Stock has presented, 
always in the subscription concerts, 125 works of forty-six 
American composers for a total of 159 listings on the program. 
If there is any other person in these United States who has 
done this much, or anything like this much, for his fellow 
Americans in music, he is hereby invited to _ up and pre- 
sent his claims. They will be printed. 

It is with considerable pride that one thinks of this Chi- 
cago. organization. .Only a few weeks ago there were some 
saddened remarks in one of the New York papers to the gen- 
eral effect that if Mr. Stock and the Chicago Symphony or- 
chestra were only ninety instead of nine hundred miles from 
New York. and could come to New York ten times a.season, 
the world would learn that the Philadelphia Symphony orches- 
tra was not taking first place in orchestra affairs. 

-The point of view that New York is the world is not 
uncommon east of the Hudson and is as naive as it is frequent. 
On the face of it theré is no particular reason why Chicago 
should be affected by what New York thinks of the Philadel- 
phia orchestra, greatly meritorious though that organization 
may be. What concerns Chicago 
is that. here is one of the world’s 
great musical organizations kept 
so busy by concerts in Chicago and 
the immediate vicinity that ‘no 
other engagements can be consid- 
ered.” As I tried to point out some 
weeks ago, the orchestra has been 
ruh with ideals, and ideals have 
turned out to be a paying proposi- 
tion. 

In one respect the orchestral 
season will end as it began. There 
will be no soloist for the final con- 
cert. Mr. Stock will conduct the

Worrying a Bit A 
Patriotism and Plays

OU may care ta join me this morning in a little view- 
ing with alarm concerning the Great American Drama. 
The patient has not been doing so well. : 

In the measurably eventful fortnight just past, eight 
plays have been newly performed for our edification, of 
these, five have been imported and three of eee ee 
Searching my soul diligently, I am 
disturbed to find that to each of 
the foreign plays I can, and have, 
given unqualified recommendation 
as good entertainment. With each 
of the domestic brand there have 
been reservations. 

I may be wrong, but comedy by 
Moinar of Budapest has seemed to 
me infinitely more deft and skillful 
than comedy by Tarkington of In- 
dianapolis.. Serious approach to 
life’s riddles has, I suspect, been 
rather better ‘achieved by Gals- 
worthy of London than by Petrova 
of New York. And it is pretty well 
agreed that certain people from 
Moscow have shown us a thing or 
two about acting.
